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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


e 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully submit the 
following report : 


District No. 1. 


Summer term, Miss Mary L. Parsons, teacher. Wages per 
month, including board, $20; length of term, 12 weeks; number 
of scholars, 38; average attendance, 28. Miss P. was a teacher 
of limited experience, yet possessing those qualifications by nature 
and education to render her a superior instructor of youth. Under 
her management this school prospered well and showed commenda- 
ble progress at its close. 

Winter term, Weld C. Scates, teacher. Wages per month, in- 
eluding board, $45; length of school, 10 weeks; number of schol- 
ars, 5d; average attendance, 38. Mr. S. has a very rare talent to 
impart instruction ; being clear and at the point in his explanations, 
no scholar can fail to improve under his instruction who gives his 
attention to his studies. There are two evils which have never 
failed, since my connection with the schools, to operate injuriously 
here, viz., the impossibility of a proper classification, there being 
more classes at the best than one teacher can properly hear; and, 
secondly, the irregularity in the attendance of the pupils. Ina 
school of 55 pupils, there were 17 on an average absent every day. 
This evil is not within the province of a teacher to correct; the 
remedy is with the parents. About one third of the money is wast- 
ed, and worse than wasted. With such a condition of things I could | 
not expect to find that wniversal advancement I could wish, yet 
some of the classes did well and were worthy of much praise. 


District No. 2. 
This district has had three terms, under the instruction of Miss 
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Mary S. Shaw. First term, wages per month, $22; length of 
school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 41; average attendance, 32. 
Miss S. is a teacher of long experience and great merit. The order 
was good, but not perfect. She says in her report ‘“‘that she com- 
menced the term with some anxiety owing to the unfavorable repu- 
tation of the school; but she was happily disappointed, for she 
found it much more pleasant than she expected.” It appears tome | 
that the bad reputation of this school heretofore has been entirely 
accidental, resulting from a few disgraceful circumstances that 
should have been frowned down by the district. To me no scholars 
in town appear to be better disposed. This district has some fine 
talent, and all that is needed to make it take the lead in school mat- 
ters, is union among the parents, a new school room and a succes- 
sion of teachers as faithful and practical as the one employed this 
year. 

Second term, wages of teachers per month, $24; length of term, 
9¢weeks ; number of scholars, 41; average attendance, 27. 

Third term, wages per month, $28; number of scholars, 42; ay- 
erage attendance, 33. These two terms were no less successful 
than the first. 


District No. 3. 


First term, Miss Helen J. Graves, teacher. Wages per month, 
including board, $15.33; length of term, 6 weeks; numberof schol- 
ars, 19; average attendance, 16. This was Miss G.’s first attempt 
at teaching, and I regret that I was unable to make the second visit 
to her school. At my first visit she had the school well in hand, 
and everything fair for a successful term. In her final report she 
says: ‘I had not the least trouble, and the school made fair im- 
provement.” i ' 

Fall term, Miss Lottie A. Eastman, teacher. Wages per month, 
$20; length of school, 9 weeks; number of scholars, 25; average 
attendance, 22. Miss E.is a teacher of considerable experience. 
She entered upon her charge with energy, and controled her school 
without difficulty. The order was good, and where order prevails 
- improvement generally follows, as it did to a marked extent in this 
school. 


Districr No. 4. 


Mary W. Severance, teacher of Summer term. Length of school, 


\ 
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8 weeks; wages per month, $16; number of scholars, 8; average 
attendance, 7. Miss S. is too well known to need special notice 
from me; suffice it to say, the school was extra No. 1, and I think 
her Grammar class accomplished more in the time than any I ever 
knew. ; 

Winter term, Mr. Z. C. Scribner, teacher. Length of school, 12 
weeks ; wages per month, including board, $20 ; number of scholars, 
13; average attendance, 11. Mr. S. labored diligently and cheap, 
with a good degree of profit to the school. There was a general 
advancement through the school. 


Districr No. 5. 


_ There were two terms in this district under the charge of Miss 

Nettie Whittaker. First term, length of school, 7 weeks; wages 
per month, $16.40; number of scholars, 15; average attendance, 
12. 

Fall term, length of term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 12; 
average attendance, 12. J was unavoidably absent at the close of 
this school. The school appeared well at my first visit, and the 
regular attendance of the pupils is indicative of a good school. 


Districr No. 6. 


Summer term, Miss Jennie E. Colby, teacher. Length of school, 
8 weeks; wages per month, including board, $14; number of schol- 
ars, 21; average attendance, 17. Miss C.’s first efforts at teaching 
were here. She was kind to her pupils, and in return they were 
respectful and obedient to her. The school did well, and real pro- 
gress was made. The teacher lacks enthusiasm and energy to break 
the monotony of school hours and inspire her pupils to greater ef- 
forts. 

Fall term, Miss Drucilla Blasdell, teacher. Length of school, 12 
weeks ; wages per month, $24; number of scholars, 24; average 
attendance, 19. Miss Blasdell is a very superior teacher, and too 
well known to need extended remarks. Under her direction the 
school was a perfect success. 


Distrior No. 7. 


Summer term, Miss Ella M. Eastman, teacher. Length of school, 
9 weeks ; wages per month, —; number of scholars, 13; average 
attendance, 9. Miss E. was quite young and inexperienced in

teaching, but being zealous and having a good stock of native ener- 
gy, she was successful in keeping a very good school. So far as I 
know, she gave general satisfaction. 

Winter term, Miss Nettie Randall, teacher. Your committee did 
not receive proper notice of the close of this school, therefore was 
not present. It appeared well at its opening, and from the reputa- 
tion of the teacher‘there can be but little doubt that it was a good 
school. 


| Districr No. 8. 

Miss Sarah A. Pettingill, teacher. Length of school, 8 1-2 
weeks ;, wages per month, $16; number of scholars, 11; average 
attendance, 10. The school appeared well at both visits of the 
committee. The scholars made progress in their studies, and their 
deportment was very commendable. 


Disrricr No. 9. 


Teacher, Miss Jennie E. Colby. Length of school, 10 weeks ; 
wages per month, $153 number of pupils, 9; average attendanee, 
4. ‘This school was so very small, and knowing the success thatat- 
tended the teacher’s efforts in District No. 6, I did not visit it at its 
opening. There were but three scholars that attended regularly. 
They appeared well at the close, and were quite proficient in their 
studies.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In reviewing the report of the separate schools, it will be seen 
that none have been reported as failures, but on the contrary, as 
being in a promising condition. Not a word of dissatisfaction from 
teacher, scholar -or parent, from any part of the town, has reached 
your committee during the year. The small amount of money in 
some of the districts has rendered the employment of inexperienced 
teachers necessary or unavoidable; yet these teachers, in every in- 
stance, have been faithful and vigilant in the vocation they have so 
recently adopted. And it is with no small degree of satisfactiou 
that I can render so favorable an account to my fellow citizens, of 
the trust they have committed to my charge. | 

Text Books. The act of the town regulating the use of text 
books for five years having expired, the committee, after considera- 


ble deliberation, has thought it necessary to change only the Reader 


and Geography, which has been done in most of the schools, upon 
the best terms attainable. And this change has not been without 
very appreciable advantage to the scholars. The Readers having 
been in use five years, and although a very good book, the lessons 
have become familiar to the pupils, and consequently the exercise 
of reading more or less irksome; but placing before them new sub- 
jects and new forms, has stimulated them to greater effort, by mak- 
ing the exercise more interesting, and my own observation, together 
with the testimony of the teachers, confirm me in the opinion that 
the change has been highly advantageous to the schools. Having 
made these changes I know of no reasons why the text-books are 
not in a condition to run five years without farther change. 

School Houses. The houses in districts No. 8 and 9, are ina 
bad condition and must be repaired soon or they will be entirely 
unfit for use. The schools are small and terms short, and can be - 
without disadvantage kept out during warm weather, which fact 
mitigates the demand somewhat for immediate repairs. 

In district No. 2, the house is now already unfit for use as a 
school-room. At my last visit to this sehool, 1 found the floor 
drenched with water for the space of ten feet square, with the water 
pailin the centre to catch the water as it came down beside the 
stove-pipe. The citizens of this district ought to make a thorough 
repair of this house or build a new one. It is a crime to send chil- 
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dren into such a house to sit six hours in a day, the penalty of 
which must be impairment of your children’s health and undermin- 
ing of their physical constitutions. Parents—it matters not how © 
good a condition the scholars ‘may be in, if you have neglected to 
perform your high part in the education of your children, you are 
inexcusable. 

The highest trust ever committed to you, is, unquestionably, the 
the education of your offspring. You may be.unable to furnish 
them with material goods, but you may furnish them with a liberal 
education, whieh is the safest guide to truth and virtue, and the — 
strongest bulwark against vice and immorality. To do this, besides 
the many little offices you can perform at home to cheer and encour™ 
age them in the somewhat wearisome duty of continual study, your 
frequent. presence in the school-room would not be inappropriate. 
If you can, by your presence here, lighten their labor or increase 
their interest, you are certainly culpable if you do not perform the 
duty.
